Commerce of Hush county held a 
meeting; last night in the office of the 
president, Samuel L. Trabue, and de- 
termined on a number of activities 
for the summer. 


A special committee consisting- of 


five members was appointed to con- 
sider plans for a combined style 
show week next fall, to be given by 
the merchants. The idea was sug- 
gested that the people of the city and 
county would be interested in seeing 
the displays of all merchandise in 
Rushville at one time. 
It is said 


that the style show has been tried 
elsewhere with great success. ' The 
committee is composed of the follow- 
ing: E. R. Casady, H. G. Hackman, 
Hugh Mauzy, George C. Wyatt and 
E. J. Knecht. 


A special 
committee was 
also 


named by the president, on sugges- 
tion of the board, to confer with the 
Bushville Odd Fellows band concern- 
ing summer concerts. 
It is 
likely 


that concerts will be arranged for 
very soon. 


The avowed purpose of the meet- 


ing was to consider methods to bring 
the Dixie "Air Line'' from Chicago 
by way of Indianapolis and Cincin- 
nati through here. 
A special good 


roads committee was appointed for 
this purpose, composed of the same 
members as the committee which was 
appointed to get the original Dixie 
highway here. 


The idea was advanced that the 


"Air Line" route x-ould be located 
through here by co-operatiiig with 
the Lafayette Chamber of Commerce 
and the Brookville Commercial club. 


The latter 
organization has al- 


ready written here urging Rushville 
to help out with the movement. The 
chief object of 
locating the "Air 


Line," it is stated, is to get the route 
through here from Chicago to Cin- 
cinnati in the automobile guide book. 
11 is believed that if the proper rep- 
resentations were made, it would be 
possible to get the 
proposed "Air 


Line" in the celebrated "Blue Book," 
and it would then be used in all other 
automobile guide books. 
It is said 


that no road book now routes the 
celebrated "scenic route" from here 
to Cincinnati by way of Brookville. 


The directors voted that some way 


be devised to erect sign posts giv- 
ing directions and distances to and 
from Hushville at the principal cross 
roads in the county. John Morris 
was appointed chairman of the com- 
mittee, he to select two other mem- 
bers, to investigate and get the prob- 
able cost and report at the 
next 


meeting of the directors. The direct- 
ors felt this improvement would J>e a 
step in the right direction. 


The secretary was instructed by 


the board to advise with the Lucas 
Electric Device Company of Chicago, 
which is seeking a new location. The 
plant employes twenty people and 
manufactures electrical instruments 
and specialties for automobiles. In 
the communication to the Chamber 
of Commerce, it is stated that the 
company wants to move to a small 
town, where it is possible to obtain 
manufacturing advantages and better 
labor conditions.

The D. A. R. of- 
fered $20 in prizes among the stu- 
dents of the 
high 
school and the 


grades for essays on history sub- 
jects 
assigned 
by the 
teachers. 


These essays are now in the hands 
of, the judges and the winner will be 
announced some time the first of 
next week. The prize essays will be 
read at the celebration in the col- 
iseum. 


The members of the D. A. R. are 


preparing for a big time. In addi- 
tion to the Flag Day 
exercises a 


basket supper will be served in the 
evening. The public is invited to the 
exercises and all are urged to par- 
ticipate in the supper on the lawn of 
the park. 


Mpjiday will be the hundred and 


thirty-eighth 
anniversary 
of the 


adoption of the stars and stripes as 
the Hag of the United States. 
For 


eighteen years the American flag 
Association, a national organization, 
has been urging the universal recog- 
nition of the Flag Day, and each 
succeeding year the observance has 
become more widespread. 


On the 14th of June, 1777, Con- 


gress enacted: "That the Flag of 
The thirteen United States be thir- 
teen stripes, alternate red and white; 
that the Union be 
thirteen stars, 


white in a blue field, representing a 
new constellation." 
The number of 


the stripes have been increased by 
the admission of new States, the pos- 
sibilities of the nation's future de- 
velopment dawned upon our fathers, 
the original thirteen stripes were un- 
changeably restored by act of Con- 
gress on April 4, 1818, when it was 
enacted: "That from and after the 
fourth day of July next, the Flag of 
the United States be thirteen hori- 
zontal stripes, alternate red and 
white; that the 
Union be twenty 


stars, white in a blue field, and that 
on the admission of a new State into 
the Union one star be added to the 
Union of the Flag, and such addition 
take effect on the fourth day of July 
next, succeeding such admission'." 


Since the struggle of 18(52-1865, 


the Flag has become the symbol of 
_ mighty nation. It has~bcen carried 
to the utmost parts of the earth, 
carrying liberty wherever it has been 
thrown to the breeze.

RAISING POULTRY For PROFIT 


By Johii Wildig 


In last week's article I gave spee- 


ficatious for the building of the most 
modern poultry house. I will de- 
scribe more fully the good to be ob- 
tained by using this type of poultry 
house. Those who have single comb 
white 
leghorns or black 
minoreas 


will never be troubled with frozen 
combs in winter if 
they 
build a 


poultry house according to my spec- 
ifications given lust week. 
We all 


know that when hens have 
frosted 


combs they will not lay eggs, so the 
idea with the low roof is to eliminate 
the air space above the heads of the 
fowls. 


In earing for the two breeds above 


mentioned, it is a good plan to have 
a burlap curtain in front 
of the 


perches' on' extremely cold nights. 
Other small comb breeds are per- 
fectly safe without a curtain. By re- 
moving your drop board and perches 
to the south in the summer time and 
removing your burlap curtain frames 
you 'have your poultry practically 
roosting out of doors. This makes 
necessary .another door in the east 
side of the house, but it adds to the 
comfort of the fowls in excessively, 
hot weatfier. It also helps to keep 
down mites as they do not like bright 
light and sunshine. 


To prevent rats from infesting 


your house, dig a trench one foo 
dec]) around it and nail on oiie-foo 
mesh 
wiring. 
Then 
fill up you: 


trench and yon have Mr. Rat elimin- 
ated. 


In building your nest boxes mnki 


them fourteen inches square 
wit! 


hinged tops. 
The idea is to nmki 


the nest boxes .dark and you 
wil 


never 
be troubled 
with egg-eating 


hens. 
This habit once formed is 


very hard to break. Feather eatin; 
hens or roosters should be removcc 
from the flock at 'once. This often 
appears in yarded flocks and insuffi- 
cient animal food is the cause. Feet 
beef scraps and milk and this troubli 
will not appear.

Here is the procedure .which an em- 
ploye should go through in case he 
is injured while at work: He shquld 
write the board explaining his case; 
he should at once notify his em- 
ployer of the accident. The proper 
blank i'orm will be sent to him to be 
filled out. 
If he and his employer 


cannot between themselves come to 
an agreement as to 
compensation 


the matter will go before the board. 


The board has made plans to take 


are of the needs of the employer- 
Similiar blanks have been prepared 
for him, and all he needs to do is 
itate his case and ask for the pro- 
per 
blank. Also, in case he de- 


sires to file an ans\\'er to the com- 
plaint of the labor, the proper blank 
will be supplied him. 


Employers and employes Who do 


not desire to come under the act 
must so notify the board. 
Unless 


;uch notification is received thirty 
days prior to the accident, the law 
stales that it is ineffective and the 
aw applies. 
In case the accident 


occurs less than thirty days after 
the 
law goes 
into 
effect, such a 


notification received by the board on 
or before the law goes into effect 
will be effective. 


However, the board-.does not an- 


ticipate that many employes or em- 
ployej-s will take advantage of this 
opportunity to escape the law. , For 
one reason, to escape the law in 
this manner removes from the em- 
ployer three common law protections 


that, have operated. Th'ey are con- 
tributory 
negligence, 
neglect of a 


fellow 
servant 
and assumption oi 


risk. The employer 
cannot 
pleac 


these if he escapes the new law. 


As Charles R. Hughes of the 


board expressed it, "Society has be- 
gun to realize, that .it must repair 
the man it has manned just as the 
factory owner realizes he must re- 
pair the damaged piece of machin- 
ery." 
That, he explained, is the ari 


of the new compensation law. 
It 


means the repair of men who have 
suffered in the line of service.

1807 aid statistics for 18 years are 
now available," states a bulletin of 
the state board of charities, made 
public today. It continued: 


"Only such prisoners as arc deem- 


ed capable of becoming 'aw-abiding 
citizens and who have served their 
minimum sentence are released from 
prison under the parole !aw. 
Even 


th'eii the release is conditional and 
for as long afterward as is thought 
advisable, within the limits of the 
maximum sentence, they are kept 
under supervision. Usually one does 
not receive final discharge until he 
has a satisfactory 
record of at 


least one year of freedom. The law 
therefore, provides the state with a 
practical means of testing one's pro- 
fession of reform before -actually re- 
leasing him from custody. 


"In the 18 years that these laws 


have been in operation, men 
and 


women have been released under 
their provisions, an average of about 
500 annually. The Reformatory has 
paroled 5,365 prisoners, 
the state 


prison, 3,414, and 
the Women's 


Prison's 255. 
Only 26 per cent of 


the whole number 
violated their 


paroles. 


"Most of these paroled prisoners 


were unemployed men when their 
offenses were committed. As a rule, 
they were not regular wage earners. 
In prison they are taught habits of 
industry and they are not paroled till 
work -was found for 
them1 outside 


The reports advocate that during the 
time they were ori parole they earned 
for 
themselves the sum of $2,530, 


i09.40, to which 
should be added
